Cork. 

^rk is the outer bark of a tree called 
oork oak, quercus suber, and once in 
avery eight years the crop of cork is 
gathered from those trees. The cork is 
the outer bark, which, after the tree is 
four 6t fl^e years old, maked a rapid 
growth and becomes ver^ thick.* While 
tnis outer bark is increasing a new bark 
forms on the inner side, and thus the 
Creator has provided a covering for the 
tree by the time the old bark shall be- 
<X>nie (trucked and dry, and useless for 
further pi oteo^ipn. It is just before the 
QUjffa bark has reached this uaeleea con- 
dition' and while there is yet life and 
pliilibility left in it, that the wo];kmen go 
uitth and carefully separa1;e it from the 
treet?. This operation is pt^rformed 
during summer months by cutting 
furrows in wo ^k, lengthwise, ana 
making cuts olroittw|se, ahont forty 
inches apart ; the bark is then beaion, 
in order to loosen it from the tisHUes be- 
Hftttli, after which it is pried off in 
square pieces. The bark is tinally cart- 
ed to the factory, where men and' boys 
out aiid tlihi it ]uto the ditrcfriinf i£liapes 
waad for oork, \ma^ ahft each lik^. If 
the barking or peeling is carnftilly done, 
without lining the new bark l>eneatli, 
it does no ttjsry to the tree, but ia ben- 
eficial in removing what would ^MM> 
mUj beooBM aa incombranoo. 



The Habit of Saving, 

Children who have a little money 
ought to praotioo eaTing eometfaing. 

Many boys and girls of tOrC^y hard^ 
know a higher nee for any money that 
oomee into their hands than spending it 
for some foolii<h thing as quickly as pos- 
sible. To such a lesson in self-denial 
aud economy is very important a> 
the boy*a pennieni and dimes, so, vel^ 
likely, will go the man's dollars and hun- 
dreds by and by. Without having the 
spirit of a miser, the person accustomed 
to SATO has more pleasure in laying up 
than a spendthrift evt-r knows. 

The way to keep money is to earn it 
fairly and honestiy. Honey so obtained 
is pretty certain to abide with its poe- 
sessor. But money tliat is inherited, or 
that iu auy way comes without a ^aif and 
just eqniTalent, la almost certain tx>, 9» 
as it came. The young man who neg^ns 
by saving a few dollars a month and 
thriftily moreases his store— every ooia 
being a representative of gotnl, aeUd 
work^ honestly and nianfiilly done — 
stands a better chance to spend the last 
half of his life in afSUence and comfort, 
than he wh(», in his haste to become 
rich, obtains money by dashing specula- 
tions, or the devious means which 
aboimd in the foggy region lying be- 
tween fail* dealing and actual fraud. 
Among the wisest and most thrifty men 
of wealth, theourrent proverb ie; micmty 
goes as it comes. Let the young make a 
note of this, and see that their monej

Making Flowers of Stoap-Bdbbloa. 

A pretty experiments has been cU- 
aoribed b!f the ireU-kiMWii Belgian |>hy». 
ici"t, M. Plateau. He bends $m tfof 
wire, so aa to present the contour d -^ 
flower of six petala. The oentjrfd ring 
Which the peuda aie itttiched is supported 
on a forking stem, which is stuck in a 
piece of wood. After oxidiKit>g the wira 
slightly with weak nitric acid tne flower 
ia dipped in alycerio liquid so as to, re- 
ceive films in the petals and the central 
part. It is then turned up, placed o^ a 
table near a window tod eovei^ wifli i 
bell jar. 

For a Uttle at first it appears colorlesa, 
but soon a striking play of colora oo^* 
menccs. In the experiment, ^I. Plateau 
describes, the Hower continued showing 
modifications of color for ten hoiiniik 
when dusk stopped ol>Bervation. Next 
morning several })efuls had burst. The 
liquid used was of very mediocre quality. 
M. Plateau recommends preparation of 
the liquid thus : Diaiolve a freah piece 
of Marseilles soap, cut up into small 
pieces, in forty parts by weight of hot 
distilled water. Filter after cooling snd 
mix thoroughly three volumes of the 
solution witli two of Price's glycerine. 
The solution should be left at rest till all 
the air bnbblei are gono. — JjOiuIoii 
Timet,
